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Outside consultants: 


Brown and Caldwell 
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THIS EARLY sewer treatment study was but the beginning 
of reams of local consulting work done for the city by Brown 
and Caldwell Consulting Engineers. 


(This is the first of a two-part series t 
“ Let’s get a consultant and do a study on it.” 
Prodded by environmental laws, complex new 
federal grant application rules and state-required 
development and other master plans, city councils 
have been crooning this refrain over and over. 
The chorus is being sung to the tune of big profits 
for municipal consulting firms, those Phd-packed 
concerns, 
some 
quite 
small, 
that 
local 
governments have been calling in to find out what's 
really happening in their areas, to see what can be 
done about it and to do it 
There’s a consultant for every municipal need 
Some work up utility rate and capital improvement 
studies, others map out area land use patterns and 
resources and gaze into the land use needs of the 
future. 
Some 
consulting 
firms 
compile 
development master plans while still others sketch 
more beautiful downtowns of the future 
Some consulting firms prepare studies based on 
earlier studies of other consulting firms Still 
others squint through test tubes at local water 
quality or engineer new sewer systems or arrange 
municipal bond sales or design new park facilities 
Some even keep tabs on random city noises. 
Since 1970, the City of Lompoc has hired outside 
consulting firms to do all of these things 
Some, but not many, complaints have been 
leveled at the quality of the work these firms have 
done But the bills for their services seldom fail to 
run into the tens of thousands of dollars and public 
voices have been asking “ Why do we need outside 
consultants0’ and “ What is our money buying?" 
City leaders answer, in short, that consultants 
are needed because often the city staff is neither 
large nor technically trained enough to take on 
massive, technical study or engineering projects. 
Often city staffers do possess the technical know­ 
how, they say, but can’t take the time out from 
day-to-day 
municipal 
duties 
like 
street 
or 
community development work. 
Dollarwise, the champion consulting firm doing 
business with the City of Lompoc in this decade is 
Brown and Caldwell Consulting Engineers, which 
opened its doors in 1960 and now supports a total 
payroll of 90 employes. 


Brown and Caldwell has contracted for a total of 
$896,426 worth of sewage treatment and water 
system consulting and engineering work here since 
1971 About $50,000 of this has or will come from 
the Lompoc city treasury. The taxpayers at large 
will pay most of the rest. 
The local boom in sewer consulting work began 
early in the 1970s with the passing of cinched-up 
water pollution laws that forced the city to 
contemplate building a new sewage treatment 
system. Grant funding for 87.5 per cent of the cost 
of the new system was available only if it was to be 
a regional sewage system, serving areas outside 
the city as well So, this became the plan Brown 
and Caldwell gauged that the area's population 
(without Vandenberg Air Force Base) would 
nearly double to 60,000 by the year 2,000 and 
engineered a system to handle this number — the 
largest city construction project ever begun here 
In this case, no one has suggested that the city staff 
could have handled such a giant engineering task. 
Some $867,000 of the Brown and Caldwell sewer 
work is eligible for 87 5 per cent grant funding. The 
city must pay about 70 per cent of the remaining 
12.5 per cent Lompoc's bill for this share of the 
grant-eligible consulting work comes close to 
$22,000. The comparatively small remainder is to 
be paid by other participants in the regional 
system, like the Vandenberg Village utilities. 
Some $31,000 in Brown and Caldwell Sewer 
consulting services (in three contracts) is not 
eligible for the 87.5 per cent discount under grant 
guidelines. The city must pay this amount in full. 
Lynn Hartford, Brown and Caldwell engineer 
who often speaks for the company before the City 
Council, had trouble at first in a telephone 
interview telling one Lompoc contract from 
another. 
“ What is it?” he chuckled, trying to recall the 
status of a particular Lompoc contract from his 
new office in Pasadena. “ There were so damn 
many of them I can’t remember.” The consulting 
firm was able to move last year from its old digs in 
Alhambra to centralized new offices in Pasadena. 
Two of the non-grant eligible contracu», totalling 
$18,500 in city costs, were contracted in late 1973 


for study and design work on what was termed 
"interim improvements” to the then-overwhelmed 
city sewage treatment plant. The first justified the 
second The first contract was for a $3,500 study of 
the capacity of the faltering plant. The results of 
this study, Brown and Caldwell senior engineer 
Gar Jones told the council, were that the plant's 
treatment process would probably collapse under 
the pressure of major new sewer connections. The 
council then directed the consulting firm to go 
ahead with about $15,000 worth of engineering and 
design work on 
the interim 
improvements 
themselves. City leaders said that the purpose of 
the interim improvements were to allow "a 
modest amount of additional growth” to take place 
in the city before the new plant comes on the line in 
late 1976. 
The third non-grant-eligible study with Brown 
and Caldwell was contracted at $12,750 in January, 
1974. It was a financial plan update and rate study 
for the city’s water and sewer systems. This was 
the study that recently urged an 80 per cent local 
water rate increase to pay for a storage reservoir, 
new lines and other improvements another 
consulting firm found were needed. The same 
study also recommended that local sewer rates be 
doubled to $8 per month to pay for the city’s 
construction and consulting costs for the new 
sewage plant. Sewer and water rate increases have 
followed since. 
Grant funding for the huge sewage project and 
its consulting work has flowed despite the 
defection of Mission Hills and the Federal 
Correctional Institution from the regional concept. 


But last November, after construction bids came 
in closer to $17 million than to a $12 million Brown 
and Caldwell estimate, the city chopped a treated 
water recycling system off the project. This and 
other cuts shaved about $2 million from the total 
project cost. It also meant that $15,680 worth of 
Brown and Caldwell study and design work on the 
water recycling system had been done for nothing.

Hectic traders and investors rushed 
through a record number of orders in the 
first hour of trading on the New York 
Stock Exchange today following the 
biggest volume day in the 183-year 
history of the market. 
There were so many orders when the 
opening bell was sounded at 10 a.m. that 
the 
exchange's 
computer 
became 
overloaded and the ticker tape recording 
transactions ran an extraordinary seven 
minutes late at one point. 
The 
frenzied 
activity 
followed 
Monday's record trading of 32.1 million 
shares that eclipsed the old mark of 31.7 
million shares set Aug. 16,1971, the day 
after President Nixon declared a wage- 
price freeze. 
In the first hour of trading Tuesday, 
9.8 million shares changed hands, a 


record that exceeded Monday’s historic 
first hour turnover by 600,000 shares. 
Prices were higher in the first hour. 
The Dow Jones industrial index, which 
soared 26.5 Monday in the eighth largest 
jump in history, was up 5.87 at 11 a.m. It 
was expected to go even higher when 
trading in IBM, delayed because of 
heavy orders, was opened. 
Early indications were that the price 
of IBM , which helped spark the rally 
with a victory in an antitrust suit over 
Telex, would leap from 162 % per share 
to between 185 and 195 when trading is 
allowed. 


Trading was just as hectic Monday 
when the exchange’s tape ran three 
minutes late. 
The trigger apparently was set last 
Friday when the U.S. Court of Appeals 


in Denver reversed an antitrust ruling 
against International Business Machines 
in a suit brought by Telex Corp. That 
action came after the exchange closed 
Friday, and the pressure built over the 
weekend.

1,000 quakes shake Southland in six days 


PASADENA, Calif. (U PI) - More 
than 1,000 mild to moderate earthquakes 
have shaken Southern California in the 
past six days, mostly in a desert region 
near the Mexican border, but the latest 
rolled through the San Fernando Valley 
late Monday night. 


The hundreds of tremors in the area of 
Brawley, Calif., in the Imperial Valley 
have confirmed the suspected existence 
of a fault there, seismologists said. 


There have been no injuries or serious 
damage reported from any of the 
quakes. 


A minor quake, registering a mild 2.8 
on the Richter Scale, shook the San 


Fernando 
Valley, 
a 
Los 
Angeles 
suburban area, at 9:22 p.m. PST Monday 
night. Seismologists at Cai Tech in 


Pasadena said the quake had its 
epicenter in Woodland Hills, toward the 
western end of the valley, and residents 


reported feeling it in North Hollywood 
and Studio City in the east and 
Northridge to the north. 


A Cai Tech spokesman said the quake 
“ must have been very shallow to have 


been felt over such a wide area at such 
low strength. 


Some 200 miles to the southeast, in the 
Imperial Valley, more than 1,000 quakes 
had been registered by Monday since 


“ swarms” —as such repeated quakes 
are called — began last Wednesday. 
Nine registered 4.0 or more on the 
Richter Scale, sharp enough to give 
residents an unpleasant jolt, and another 
25 registered 2.5 or more, strong enough 
to be clearly felt. 
The strongest shake, registering 4.7 
last Wednesday, broke store windows, 
toppled canned goods in supermarkets 
and dropped patches of plaster from 
hotel ceilings. The most active days 
were Saturday and Sunday, with more 
than 400 quakes a day. 


The quakes confirmed the existence of 
the Brawley fault, running south from 
the Salton Sea to Westmoreland, just 
north of the border with Mexico, Cal 
Tech seismologists said. 


Seismologist Clarence 
Allen 
said 
Brawley was the most seismically 
active region in the United States 
outside of Alaska, and that such swarms 
of tremors are common in the area, 
which has loose soil underlaid by 
geothermal hot water and steam. 
Brawley city officials have placed 100 
municipal 
employes on 
alert 
and 
established communications plans, just 
in case the swarm is a prelude to a 
major earth tremor. 


Seismologists have said there is no 
indication that the almost daily quakes 
in the Southern California area over the 


past three weeks indicate a disastrous 
tremblor is in the making, but there is 
also no guarantee that one is not. 


U.S. grills Soviets 
on possible missile 
treaty violations 


GENEVA (U P I) - The United States 
asked the Soviet Union today to explain 
military construction projects and mo­ 
bile missile testing programs that may 
be violating 1972 agreements prohibiting 
the building of new missile silos. 
President Ford instructed his nuclear 
weapon disarmament negotiators to 
seek the Soviet explanations after 
several senators alleged last October 
and 
November 
that 
Moscow 
was 
breaking the pact signed in May, 1972. 
after the first round of the Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks -SALT-I. 
"We don’t think there have been any 
violations but I have a responsibility to 
find out,” the President said at a Dec 2 
news conference. 
"There 
are, 
however, 
some 
abiguities,” he said. 
SALT-I agreements placed numerical 
restrictions on long-range rockets and 
antimissile bases and also prohibited the 
construction of any new fixed land 
missile silos after July, 1972. 
Soviet 
explanations of 
m ilitary 
construction 
activities 
detected 
by 
satellites were demanded today in the 
“ Standing 
Consultative 
Committee’’ 
established by the SALT-I treaty to 
supervise the agreements. 
The committee met today with U.S. 
and 
Soviet 
delegations 
headed 
respectively by Sidney Graybeal and 
Giorgi Ustinov. 
American spokesmen said there would 
be no statement on details of today's or 
subsequent meetings of the committee 
While the first round of SALT dealt 
with missile numbers, the second round 
-SALT-II —aims at limitations of 
qualitative ceilings on the nuclear arms 
race, especially missiles capped with 
multiple atomic warheads. 
SALT-II, which began in November, 
1972, resumes here Friday following a 
four-month recess 
Diplomatic sources in Washington 
said the Soviets want to question the 


United States about canvas covers

U S. officials have said that the wet 
canvas covers are spread out in curing 
cement used in “ hardening" existing 
missile silos —not for constructing new 
ones.

The filling of three jobs under the Federal 
emergency employment program provoked a 
major debate on the Board of Supervisors 
Monday. 
It was finally ended on a 3-2 vote when the 
jobs paying a total of $17,400 in salaries were 
awarded to Isla Vista — the community with a 
12 per cent unemployment rate, highest in the 
county. 
Santa Maria Supervisor Harrell Fletcher got 
support from board chairman Francis H. 
Beattie of Lompoc in contesting allocation of 
the three positions — on top of seven others 
granted to Isla Vista — to the university 
community, and on the plan to have them 
processed through the Isla Vista Municipal 
Advisory Council. 
But 
Santa 
Barbara 
Supervisor 
Robert 
Kallman sided with Supervisors James M. 
Slater, Goleta Valley, and Frank Frost, of Santa 
Barbara, to back up Slater’s contention that Isla 
Vista deserved the funding as part of $203,350 
funneled to the county to fill 25 jobs 


The positions include a planning coordinator 
and economic development coordinator at $500 
per month each, and clerk-typist at $450 
monthly to help with community development 
programs in the counter-culture community. 
Fletcher took the position that awarding of so 
many jobs to Isla Vista meant depriving jobless 
persons in north county areas — notably 
Guadalupe — of getting work under the 
program. 


Guadalupe along with Carpinteria didn’t 
qualify for more than minimum basic aid, it 
was explained, because of lower official 
unemployment rates. 
Fletcher also protested on the grounds that he 
felt Slater’s program was based on processing 
jobs through a non-profit organization, after the 
board had been advised this could not be done. 
“We were told we could not do this, and so we 
didn’t 
make 
recommendations,” 
declared 
Fletcher. “There was one person working under 
one set of rules, and others under another set.” 
Kallman 
admitted 
“ we 
bent 
the 
recommendations’’ 
of 
the 
administrative 
officer, but said the Isla Vista Community 
Council and Isla Vista Municipal Advisory 
Council were in reality “citizen type entities" 
and the “only ones Slater had ... while the rest 
of 
us 
had 
cities. 
I 
supported 
his 
recommendations on that basis.” 
Santa Barbara, Santa Maria and Lompoc 
received funding by reason of having census 
tract areas with high unemployment rates, 
higher than those showing in Carpinteria and 
Guadalupe. 
But it was pointed out there are many poor 
persons in the two smaller cities who possibly 
were not knowledgeable enough or in command 
of the language to apply for unemployment help 
and thus have not been registered with the 
state. 
Carmen Lodise, Isla Vista representative, 
said Isla Vista deserved the job funding it 
received on the basis of its high jobless rate. He 
said otherwise Isla Vis tans would have to travel 
to fill jobs elsewhere under the program

The board’s 3-2 vote on 
Kallman’s motion for approval 
of the appeal also carried with 
it a rejection of departmental 
conditions that would require 
underground utilities, if the 
tentative map remained alive.

subdivision which came in for a 
time extension.

County will join in 
against offshore oil 


Santa Barbara County will take part with other Southern 
California counties and cities Feb. 6, 7 and 8 in opposing the 
Interior Department’s proposed leasing of offshore tracts for oil 
development. The hearings are slated in Santa Monica. 
The county’s argument will be based on the inadequacy of U.S. 
Geological Service’s supervision 
and control of offshore 
operations, it was agreed, on recommendation of County Counsel 
George P. Kading. 
“The U.S.G.S. is the real weak link in the inspection process,” 
Kading advised. 
The U.S.G.S. will be concentrated on by the county mainly 
because of facts uncovered by the county as a result of the 1969 oil 
eruption on a Union Oil lease in Federal tidelands, it was 
explained. 
“We would propose to point out the inadequacies and to 
recommend that the laws and regulations be changed so as to 
permit state and local government inspection of the offshore 
facilities and that leasing not be authorized until such changes are 
made.” 
Kading added that obtaining such changes would be beneficial 
not only with respect to the proposed new leasing off Southern 
California, but also would afford greater safeguards with respect 
to the current proposed drilling operations in the Santa Barbara 
Channel.

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'Slack safety measures' cited in air disaster probe 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A veteran TWA pilot said today he 
would have reacted to landing instructions with the same 
immediate descent that caused another TWA jetliner to crash in 
Virginia last month, killing all 92 persons aboard. 
L.D. Brundage was the first pilot to tell a National 
Transportation Safety Board hearing without qualification that he 
personally would descend immediately after receiving landing 
approach clearance while flying under radar guidance on an 
unpublished route. 
That was what the pilot of TWA flight 514 did in high winds Dec. 
1. The plane hit a Blue Ridge mountaintop 23 miles northwest of 
Dulles International Airport, killing all aboard in the worst U.S. 
air disaster of 1974. 
Flight 514 struck the mountain at an altitude of about 1,800 feet. 
The minimum safe altitude where the aircraft descended was 
3,400 feet. 
The hearing has developed into a concerted effort by the Air 
Line Pilots Association to make public what it calls slack safety 


measures which endanger the lives of thousands of persons who 
ride domestic airliners each day. 
Brundage firmly resisted several Federal Aviation Ad­ 
ministration efforts to suggest that a plane flying in the same 
circumstances as flight 514 would no longer be under "radar 
vector" guidance. Radar vectors are headings ordered by air 
traffic controllers mi the ground. 
Brundage insisted the vector guidance would apply until he 
reached a published route —in the case of flight 514, a point 17.6 
miles Northwest of Dulles and four miles closer to the airport 
than the crash site. 
"To me, in a radar environment on radar vectors, when I have 
cleared for approach I can go to the (landing approach) altitude ... 
which is depicted in the profile (map) for the approach," 
Brundage said. "In that case (for flight 514) it would be 1,800 
feet." 
Other pilots who testified Monday said they considered 
approach clearance to allow an immediate descent, although they 


personally would not have gone down without first checking the 
safe minimum altitude 
Veteran airline captains testifying Monday at the government’s 
inquiry into the crash said many pilots would have reacted to the 
clearance given Flight 514 by doing exactly the same things that 
which led to the TWA crash. 
They expressed a lack of confidence in landing approach 
clearances given by air traffic controllers. 
The controller who cleared Flight 514, Merle W. Dameron said 
he never received any formal instruction on the specific approach 
he ordered. 
Flight 514’s pilot Richard Brock got clearance about four miles 
northeast of Front Royal, Va. 
"TWA 514, you’re cleared for a VOR-DME approach to runway 
1-2," the Dulles controller said. 
A "VOR-DME" approach is a less precise instrument approach 
system than that used for the main runways at Dulles. But it is the 
only instrument equipment available for Runway 12, a secondary 


cross-wind strip at Dulles that all planes landing in Washington 
had to use in the storm-swept conditions that existed Dec 1. 


Roger," Brock radioed back Then five seconds later he said to 
his copilot Leonard Kresheck: "Eighteen hundred’s the bottom 
(indicating an intention to descend to 1,800 feet from an altitude of 
7,000 ) 


Three minutes later Brock said to his crew: "You know, 
according to this dumb sheet (the airport approach map) it says 
3,400 (feet) to Round Hill (a navigation point) is our minimum 
altitude 


During the next 90 seconds the crew members chatted back and 
forth, apparently unaware of any danger. Then Brock’s final 
words, two seconds before the crash: "Get some power on!" 


But it was too late. The final sounds were a warning horn 
indicating the jetliner was dangerously close to the ground, 
followed by the sound of impact.

Over money-energy tactics

Last summer, a major scandal erupted in 
Texas when it was disclosed the state’s 
Department of Public Safety was keeping 
intelligence files and had classified a Dallas 
airline pilot a "subversive." 
Earlier this year, Michigan Gov. William G. 
M ill iken called for repeal of the 1950 Subversive 
Activities Act, which has allowed state police to 
gather dossiers on 50,000 citizens suspected of 
organized criminal activity or subversion. 
In Maryland, the state Senate is pressing for 
an investigation of alleged spying on private 
citizens ami public officials by the Baltimore 
city police department. 
The 
trend 
is apparent. 
The public is 
demanding increased protection for their right 
to privacy. 
The public outcry in Texas resulted in the 
agency’s "purging" its files, destroying those 
not 
related 
to 
criminal 
investigations. 
Legislation to disband secret police activities is 
expected to be introduced soon in Michigan, and 
the Maryland Senate is expected to designate a 
committee to investigate the Baltimore police. 
Even 
states 
denying 
the 
existence 
of 
noncriminal files are drafting right to privacy 
legislation, designed in many instances to 
protect consumers from unfair computer 
snooping. 
Rhode Island, for instance, is about to begin a 
pilot program with federal funds decriminaliz­ 
ing most traffic offenses. Sentences will be 
oriented more toward safety awareness than 
punishment. 
In some cases, states have simply cut off 
funding for agencies maintaining secret files. 
Others never had the money to get started. 
Two years ago, Mississippi Gov. Bill Waller 
vetoed funding for the old state Sovereignty 
Commission, which was created in the 1950s to 
protect the state’s rights. The commission 
maintained secret files on various persons, 


However, since Waller vetoed its funding, the 
commission’s files were locked up and sealed in 
an underground records center. Although the 
commission is still on the books, it has no staff 
or investigators. 
Major James T. Stanley, deputy director of 
the Georgia Bureau of Investigation, said, "We 
don’t maintain those kinds of files." The reason, 
he said, is his agency doesn’t have the money or 
personnel. 
In Indiana, the attorney general and state 
police by law can keep certain files on non­ 
criminals. State police keep records of all 
firearms permits, and the attorney general has 
a consumer protection division to keep files on 
complaints. There seldom is any public outcry 
over that type of file keeping. 
But, a few states still retain dossiers on public 
officials 
and 
private 
citizens 
who 
have 
committed no crimes. 
Kansas Attorney General Curt Schneider last 
month disclosed 3,000 to 4,000 files had been 
accumulated on individuals by the intelligence 
and organized crime unit of the Kansas Bureau 
of Investigation. 
Schneider said at least 300 or 400 of the files 
were on persons who were considered innocent 
of any crime. He ordered the records sealed 
until he could examine them personally, and 
said he would destroy any file if there was no 
legitimate reason for the KBI to keep it. 
New Jersey, which has indicted 150 public 
officials in the past five years, readily admits to 
keeping files on noncriminals and persons never 
accused of crimes, including politicians. 
"They are kept because of the organized 
crime implication, not because they are 
politicians," a spokesman for the New Jersey 
attorney general said. "We have had an 
increasing effort against official corruption. We 
keep them where there is an allegation of 
criminality."

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — U.S. Sen. John V. Tunney said today 
that former Lt. Gov Robert H. Finch or Rep Barry Goldwater 
Jr would be his "toughest” re-election opposition next year. 
Finch is an announced candidate for the Republican nomination 
while Goldwater, serving his third full term in Congress, is 
considering running for the Senate. 
Tunney, who is putting together the nucleus of a campaign 
organization, discussed his potential general election opponents in 
an interview with UPI He has no major announced primary 
opponent 
"Probably the toughest to run against would be Finch or 
Goldwater," Tunney said. "Both are well known—Barry Jr., not 
because of himself but because of his father.” 
“ Finch has been able to project in California —whether it is 
deserved or not —an image of moderation and I think it would be 
more difficult to distinguish Finch on certain policy issues from 
me,” he added. 
Finch led the Republican landslide in 1966 when he was elected 
lieutenant governor. He resigned in 1969 to become secretary of 
health, education and welfare under his long-time political 
intimate President Richard Nixon. 
Nixon later transferred Finch to the White House as a 
presidential counselor He returned to California late in 1972 and 
was never implicated in the Watergate scandals. 
He considered running for governor last year but decided 
against it for fear of being hounded by Watergate questions. 
Tunney, sizing up his potential election opponents, said he 
believes Finch’s close association with Nixon "hurts him ” as a 
candidate for the Senate 
” 1 think the fact that he was so intimately associated with Nixon 
for such a long period of time and then you listen to the tapes or 
read the transcripts of the tapes you realize the kind of man Nixon 
was, " Tunney said 


"Then you ask yourself, This is the guy that was so close to 
Nixon?’ 1 think naturally there’s some question that is going to 
arise in people’s minds about that.”

Tunney, who defeated Sen. George Murphy in 1970, dismissed 
other potential challengers such as state Sen. Dennis Carpenter of 
Newport Beach and William Banowsky, president of Pepperdine 
University and a political associate of Ronald Reagan. 


Carpenter, Tunney said, would be "good to run against because 
he is an ultraconservative totally out of step with California 
political tradition and present political attitudes.” 
Banowsky is "unknown statewide,” Tunney said. 


Tunney, who many Republicans regard as “ vulnerable,” said he 
soon will start spending about two weekends a month in California 
and plans a series of fundraising dinners in the spring. He said he 
has $50,000 already in the bank.

“ He just wanted an attorney he feels 
comfortable with —one he can rap with 
without having to make a point,” Garry 
said “ Apparently I fit the bill Maybe 
because I ’m no sports fan. 
“ I find Walton a delightful young man 
He is dedicated to making a better world 
and a better society and so am I. I have 
read that some sports writers find him 
hard to talk to but I find him very com­ 
municative,” Garry said. 
The famed San Francisco attorney, 
well known for his defenses of the Black 
Panther party, said Walton’s contract 
with the Portland team is 
‘pretty 
ironclad ” 
He said Walton’s five-year playing 
contract calls for $2 million with 
payments spread over a longer time. It

Mr. Bad News writes obituaries for 
the New York Times and Mrs. Black 
writes them for the Los Angeles Times 
I write obits for the Lompoc Record. 
City editor Steve La Rue had the job 
before me; so in those days I almost 
always skipped over obits in the Record, 
the L A. Times, or any other newspaper 
I read. Now that I write obits I still don’t 
read the ones in the Record because I 
have written them and already know 
their contents. 
I do, though, read the column m other 
newspapers, occasionally, to note the 
paper’s policy on the subject and the 
writer’s style. And sometimes I may run 
across an article in Newsweek or The 
New Yorker on the problems of obituary 
writing in America today, written by 
some obit specialists. When I do, I 
hasten to read it; but invariably the 
problems are not those of reporters who 
handle the obituaries in addition to other 
writing duties. 
Obit specialists who pen articles on 
their specialty in national magazines 
are employed by wire services and 
major newspapers to perform only one 
duty, write obituaries. But unlike us 
part-time obit writers, they do not 
concern themselves with the deaths of 
common men and women; 
When Lyndon Johnson and Winston 
Churchill died and John F. Kennedy was 
killed, it was their job to assess the lives 
of these famous men with lucidity, 
accuracy, and objectivity. 
Even on a subject as final as death 
there is discord and disagreement — 
among obit specialists who cover the 
famous and infamous. Alden Whitman, 
obit writer for the New York Times, is 
very critical of other writers in his 
league who suffer from the “good old 
Joe syndrome ” They, he complains, 
constantly portray the newly dead in a 
favorable 
image 
regardless 
of 
his 
behavior in life. 
Whitman objects, “Harry S. Truman 
died in the odor of sanctity, yet he was 
one of the willing architects of a malefic 
foreign policy that brought death to 
thousands in Korea and that involved us 
in a fruitless cold war.” 
And, "A hard-core conservative who 
was adept at throwing liberal confetti, 
JFK bemused and beguiled his obituary 
writers, who passed along the myths of 
greatness — and goodness. ’ ’ 
Then there is outside criticism about 
obituary writing. When Fred Merkle, a 
former major league baseball player 
died, all the newspapers carried stories 
of how he dropped a fly ball that cost the 
New York Giants the pennant in 1906. 
Not one account remembered Merkle by 
his contributions to mankind; that split-

In the eyes of 
the public the lawmakers have foolishly 
dallied and sunk to an all time low in 
esteem. McCarthy is trying to haul them 
up from the bottom of the well. Even 
Jimmy the Greek wouldn’t quote odds 
on his chances for success. 
Nevertheless, the Speaker deserves 
plaudits for his promptness in calling a 
new tune. He has forthrightly declared 
absenteeism is not to be tolerated and 
indicated, 
excepting

He said reducing the number of 
committees has eliminated overlaps in 
schedules. A further sign that he means 
for the members to tend to business was 
his statement that bill postponements 
will no longer be considered routine.

become a way of life. Both proponents 
and opponents alike have groused in 
chorus over the inability to present their 
arguments at the regularly scheduled 
hearings because of inattendance.

and hear the arguments. On final 
passage many members were voted “in 
absentia” by their colleagues. This 
practice, known as ghost voting, was

This 
prompted a rule requiring the voting

Chamber.

however has continued. 
The last minute amendments and bill 
hijacking grew to mass proportions. 
Many had more amendments than a

Some 
were 
so 
amended that nothing of the original bill 
was left but the number. Through this 
process defeated bills suddenly had 
more lives than a cat. 
Most of this was done in the closing 
hours when time was so short there was 
little or, in some cases, no opportunity 
for the public even know of the proposal 
let alone voice objections. 
Such practice can easily be eliminated 
by a rule withholding final passage of 
any bill until 15 days after the last 
amendment. 
McCarthy truly has his work cut out 
for him in providing workable rules and 
the leadership to enforce them which 
will restore public confidence. He is 
making a good start which deserves the 
full cooperation of the members and the 
support of the public.
